It follows from: these views that 
treatment of postural deformities 
must be on a wide basis, Physical 
exercisea alone will not necessarily 
do good. Patients must be -taught 
not only how to get rid of o faulty 
stance, but how te adopt new 
positions. Ballet dancing is recom- 
mended, but “for tredtment to be 
successful the patient really. must 
want to be cured and make up his 
mind to succeed.”

From the time of the arrival of the 
Rlo de Janicro Maru yesterdny unt 
the. explosion, the Dojima Maru, a 
steam Inunch of approximately 30 
tons, maintained a regular ferry 
service between Me ship and Queen's 
wharf. 

Third class passengers who | had 
gone ashore in the launch during the 
afternoon were warned to be at the 
wharf at @ p.m. for the. return 
jJourncy to ihe Rio de Janicro Maru. 

The explosion occurred just os the 
Dojima Maru .wns casting off from 
Qucen's Pler. With a roar that shook 
Hongkong within a radjus of five

Confusion reigned’ everywhere 
within 100 yards radius of the scene 
of the explosion. The Dojima Maru 
was on the eastern side of Queen's 
Pler,. and thé full force of the ex- 
plosion. seems to have travelled in an

Human flesh was  indescribably 
mixed with pieces of the ship, and 
the far end of the pler’ presented a 
horrible spectacle. Limbs and torsos

‘A pair. of trousers fluttered from. a 
cross benm of the wharf. <A sailor's 
cap hung jauntily from the end of.a 
pole, 

The rubber heel of a shoe had 
been cut neatly apart and lay on the 
wharf, testlmony to the, terrific 
force of the blast. A hand, severed 
from some unknown body, still clasp- 
eda cap. 

Pfactically the only thing left in- 
tact was the flagpole of the launch, 
The pole was blown on to the praya, 
100 yards away, When it landed the 
OS.K. house flag was still fluttering, 

undamaged. 


’ Bodies On Ferry Wharf 


Two bodies, one headless, were 
found under the Star. Ferry wharf 
just before midnight. 

The most gruesome sight was that 
of a body which had hit the raflings 
of Queen's Pier with such force that 
‘tt bent the thick piping around it 
as {if the metal were rope. 

The remains of ‘ot least four bodies 
were found on the wharf. Two are 
belioved to be those of coolies who 
were watching ihe departure of the 
launch. 

Considerable portions of “plaster 
were knocked from the ‘ceilings - of 
the Hongkong Club: by- the blast, 
which also broke one or two win- 
dows. 

Over 10,000 spectators, gathered, in 
Connaught "Road within a few minutes 
of -the explosion, and emergency 
‘police were necessary to keep them 
In order. ‘Nobody but ‘ofjclals . and 
pressmen were nllowed through the 
police cordon.

the case had the boiler burst.

HITLER PREPARING 
DEFENCE PACT 


ONE RESULT OF TALKS 
IN LONDON 


: London, May 16, 
istaats report that Herr Adolf 
Hitler, the German Chancellor, is 
preparing a Western European Prace 
Pact to pledge, for twenty-flve years, 
‘mutual defence of Britain, | ‘France, 
Belgium and Germany. - 

This is reported, ‘to be the out- 
growth of the recent conversations 
of Marshal Konstantin von Blomberg 
and High British officials. 

Simultaneously ~ Paris ‘reports 
state that a Franco-British declara- 
tion for the security of Central 
Europe will be published in a few 
days, emphasizing the necessity for 
territorial stabilization of the Danu~ 
bilan Basin and designed to circum- 
vent any Austro-German Anschluss | 
or any Italo-German rapprochement 
regarding Fascist rights in Austria, 
However, British officials say it 
“kite fiying by interested Parislans. 
we are ignorant of any such declara- 
tion.” 

The Pcople’s diplamatie corres= 
pondent states “Marshal Blomberg 
made -clear that Germany docs not 
desire {o attack France, Britain” or 
Belgium. ° : 

While insisting on her right to 
colonies, Marshal Blomberg said that 
Germany docs not want at. present 
to press the demands for the return 
of those handed to‘ Britain. 

The correspondent said that ‘the 
projected Pact’ resulted in Hitler's 
postponement of- conversations with 
Signor Benito Mussolini. He sald 
that Hitler agreed not to ald Musso- 
lint in any Mediterranean ‘projccts 
hostile to Britain and France..

“In spite of the widespread interest 
now taken’ in physical education, popu- 
lar ideas are still somewhat crude as to 
what it really is. Many people think of 
it as aiming only at ‘animal health and 
strength, muscular development, record 
breaking, and athictic prowess in gene- 
ral. That is, only a part of the truth, 
and by no means the most important 
part. A physically educated people 


would certainly. have better health and. 
firmer muscles; digest their. pudding - 


more wholesomely, and win more prizes 
at the Olympic: Games than another 
people whose physical education had

the day’s work, whether of body or

The hypersensitive child, .casily 
alarmed, often wlth nightmores and a 
slight stammer; tends physically to 
have flat fect, knock-lences,. round 
shoulders—a position, so it is alleged, 
of fear. The child with “obsessions”. 
may likewise show queer, habits of 
gait and posture, The patient in an 
“anxiety state’ has tense muscles 
mointaining the faulty posture.

‘crowd the cinemas; thoy throng tho sea 
beaches on a bank holiday; they: gather 
in tens of thousands at a Test Match; 
they stream to the poll in millions on - 
election’ day. Are those people free? 
I think not. They are imprisoned in. 
their physical illiteracy.. The best use 
they could make of their political free- 
dom (if they only knew it) would be to 
‘demand from their legislators an educa- 
tion which would deliver them from 
their.physical illiteracy and so let them 
out of theiz cages, as the waitress was 
let out of hers.

Only - 
a small minority of the British people 
know how to stand, .to sit, to walk, to 
speak, to breathe, to carry a weight on 
their backs or in their hands. We are 
a physically illiterate people.

In spite of the widespread interest 
now taken in physical education, popu- - 
lar ideas are still somewhat crude as to 
what it really is. Many people think of:

That is only a part of the truth, 
and’ by no means the most: important 
part.

PRESIDENT “Manuel L. Quezon’s: proposal that the 
Philippinc’ Islands be given independence in 1938 or 
1939 coused some surprise here and in Manila, but veteran

campaigning for independence. ‘ 


The present Tydings-McDuffic 
Jaw provides for independence 
on July 4, 1946, and the ‘appeal 
for an enriier date was based 


on the major claims that the 


present law hds caused con- 
tinual business uncertainty and 
divides sovereignty between 
Manila and Washington in an 
unsatisfactory manner. 


If President Quezon's plan should 
be approved by the Joint Committee 
of Experts and_ Inter enacted into 
Jaw, it {s generally conceded that he 
would be the most probable choice 
of his countrymen as-first president 
of the independent Philippine Re- 
public: .1f “the shorter Common- 
wealth period is not obtained, then 
President Quezon is eligible only for 
his present six-year terms 15 Presl- 
dent of the Commonwealth.~ 


Whatever the course of political 
history, President © Quezon appearé 
asgured of lasting recognition cmong 
the Founders of an independent 
Philippines, as his fighting campaign 
through a quarter century has made 
his namo a familiar one not only at 
Monita.and ‘Washington, but in the 
political capitals of Europe and 
Asia. , : ‘ 

‘QUEZON’'S RISE TO POWER 
. President Quezon rose to political 
macrly in the decade when Wil- 
son's philosophy of national self- 
determination awayed the destiny of 
the world. As resident commis- 
sioner. of the Phillppincs in the 
United States Congress from 1909 to 
1917 he successfully associated the 
Philippines freedom aspiration with 
ihe major objectives of United States
